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Greenbelters’ Election Choices Hidden 


In Crystal Ball Clouded by Variables

Although the Democrats in Greenbelt have a three-to-one 
edge in registration, a close race is being predicted in the pres¬ 
idential contest. The situation this year is even more volatile 
than usual. There are a major independent candidate, a large 
undecided vote, a generally unenthusiastic electorate, the hos¬ 
tage issue and the fall-out from the debate - all factors as the 


campaign draws to a close. 

The battle for the U.S. Senate 
seat could be a horse race in 
Greenbelt, but in the congression¬ 
al contest in the fifth district, 
Gladys Noon Spellman is expect¬ 
ed to continue her winning ways. 
Voters will also express their 
preferences on judges and vote on 
19 referendum questions (see page 
1 ). 

Of Greenbelt’s 9,807 eligible 
voters, 6,402 (65.3%) are Demo¬ 
crats; 2,124 (21.7%) Republicans 
and 1,279 (13%) Unaffiliated (see 
chart page 12). These ratios vary 
slightly from precinct to precinct 
with Springhill Lake and Roose¬ 
velt precincts having relatively 
fewer Democrats and more Un¬ 
affiliated. Of those eligible to vote 
in the General Election, 1372 reg¬ 
istered after the May primary. Of 
these 24% are unaffiliated. 

The 1980 registration figures 
show an increase of 930 from the 
1976 figures. Four years ago the 
Democratic proportion was 66%, 
the Republicans had 22% and Un¬ 
affiliated 12%. In 1972 it was 
Democrats, 66%, Republicans 26% 
and Unaffiliated 8%. The 1968 
breakdown was: 62% Democrats, 
26% Republicans and 12% Un¬ 
affiliated. 

The polls will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. in four precincts: 


Center School (third), North End 
School (sixth), Springhill Lake 
Elementary (eighth) and Eleanor 
Roosevelt (thirteenth). Voters 
who participated in any General 
Election in Greenbelt within the 
past five years (not a city elec¬ 
tion) and new registrants are 
eligible to vote. 

Only three contests are at stake 
in next week’s election: (1) the 
Presidential sweepstakes among 
the Democratic ticket of incum¬ 
bent Jimmy Carter and Walter 
Mondale, the Republican team of 
Ronald Reagan and George Bush, 
the Independent duo of John B. 
Anderson and Patrick Lucey and 
Libertarian Candidates Edward 
E. Clark and David H. Koch; (2) 
the Senatorial match between in¬ 
cumbent Republican Charles McC. 
Mathias, Jr, and Democrat Ed¬ 
ward T, Conroy; and (3) the Con¬ 
gressional contest between incum¬ 
bent Democrat Gladys Noon 
Spellman and Republican Kevin 
R. Igoe. 

Veteran Greenbelt election 
prognosticators say that the elec¬ 
tion for President is too hard to 
call. Last-minute events could 
affect tht choice of voters, par¬ 
ticularly among what appears to 
be a alrge block of “undecideds," 


Four years ago the Carter- 
Mondale team racked up a 62% 
majority in Greenbelt against in¬ 
cumbent Republican Gerald Ford 
and his running mate Robert Dole 
and carried the State by 90,000. 
While the electorate then was 
also unenthusiastic, the times 
were not as volatile as they are 
now. And there was no major in¬ 
dependent candidate. 

Eight years ago the Democrats 
barely managed to carry the city 
for George McGovern and Sar- 
geant Shriver against Richard 
Nixon and Spiro Agnew by a 
52.3% majority. In 1968 Greenbelt 
voters gave the ticket of Hubert 
Humphrey and Edmund Muskie 
an absolute majority of 54.6% 
with the Nixon-Agnew team re¬ 
ceiving 36.7% and Third Party 
candidates George Wallace and 
Curtis LeMay receiving 8,7%. In 
1964 Lyndon Johnson rolled up a 
71-29% victory over Barry Gold- 
water. 

Senate Contest 

The Senatorial battle has 
Greenbelt election pundits guess¬ 
ing. Can the Democratic challeng- 
er, State Senator Edward T. Con¬ 
roy, unseat two-term Republican 
incumbent Charles McC. Mathias 
in Greenbelt? In 1968 and 1974 
Mathias handily defeated his 
Democratic opponents here, gar¬ 
nering 54% of the vote over in¬ 
cumbent Democrat Daniel Brew¬ 
ster in ’68 and 59% over Demo¬ 
crat Barbara Mikulsky in ’74. 

Conroy, who served in the 
Maryland Legislature for 18

Decision on Rezoning of Parcels 3&4 Delayed 


R-55 Interests District Council

Apparently eager to support Greenbelt’s desire for more 
free standing homes, the District Council still found it hard to 
place half-acre lots next door to the row houses of Greenbelt 
Homes, In a 7-to-3 vote, the District Council accepted Council¬ 
man Frank Casula’s (District 1, including Greenbelt) motion 
asking the City of Greenbelt, the applicant, and the other par¬ 
ties of record to get together to consider rezoning parcels 3 and 4 
to the R-55 zone. 

The District Council then sched¬ 
uled the case for Monday, No¬ 


vember 17 to review opinions and 
comments on R-55 and take sub¬ 
sequent action on the application 
for rezoning parcels 3 and 4 from 
R-R to R-T. (By Charter, the Dis¬ 
trict Council must act before De¬ 
cember 22.) 


R-T Single family attached, 
residential townhousedup 
to 10 units per acre. 

R-55 One family detached res¬ 
idential. 4,6 average units 
per acre. 

R-80 One family detached res¬ 
idential. 3.4 average units 
per acre. 

R-R Rural residential, 1.85 av¬ 
erage units per acre. 


The R-55 option has been placed 
on the agenda of the Greenbelt 
City Council meeting this coming 
Monday night, November 3. Coun¬ 
cil’s current position favors R-R. 
Any decision by the District Coun¬ 
cil for a more intense single fam¬ 
ily zone than R-R — for example, 
R-55 or R-80 — would require a 
super-majority vote in order to 
override the municipality posi¬ 
tion ,or eight votes out of 11. 

R-55 

‘R-55 fits better . . . and still 
does the kind of thing the city 
wants to do," argued William B. 
Amonett, who was concerned by 
the marketability problems that 
R-R could present. "Compatibility 
to the surroundings," he later told

Oral Argument 

In a letter to the District Coun¬ 
cil dated August 25, 1980, Ed 
Gibbs, attorney representing the 
owner-applicants had taken excep¬ 
tion to the recommendation of the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner to re¬ 
tain the property in the R-R zone. 
Four exceptions were noted, for¬ 
ming the basis for the oral argu¬ 
ments: (1) The Examiner had 

found that the bulk of develop¬ 
ment had been single family de¬ 
tached and implied, Gibbs wrote, 
that "single family detached zon¬ 
ing is therefore in order (for par¬ 
cels 3 and 4)." Gibbs objected. 
The single family detached homes 
are "far removed,” he wrote, and 
cannot be seen from the subject 
property. Rather, he continued, 
parcels 3 and 4 are "located in an 
area which is dominated by single 
family attached housing (GHI)." 

(2) The Examiner contended 
that the applicants had not es- 
tabished sufficient change in the 
character of the neighborhood to 
warrant a change in zoning, Gibbs 
disagreed, specifically noting fail¬ 
ure to acknowledge five physical 
changes enumerated by the appli-

Ballot Referendum Questions 
To Challenge County Voters

Questions, questions, questions! 

Nineteen referendum issues will face voters in Tuesday’s 
election. Five made the ballot at the instance of the state 
legislature, 12 were placed here by the County Council and two 
owe their places to petitioners. 


Probably the greatest popular 
interest is in three questions, 
three alternatives, to amend the 
county charter, all dealing with 
the size of County Council and 
the method of election of its 
members. Petition - sponsored 
Question K, which would reduce 
the number of coucil 
seats from 11 to nine, provides 
that all members would be elect¬ 
ed from separate districts. Ques¬ 
tion L would also provide for nine 
seats, but would have five mem¬ 
bers elected at-large and four 
from districts. Question M would 
continue the council at its present 
size, 11, with five members resid¬ 
ing in different councilmanic dis¬ 
tricts. All members would be 
elected at-large. 

Although these appear to be al¬ 
ternatives, it is possible that each 
could receive a majority vote. Two 
of the options proposed by the 
county council—L and M—con¬ 
tain language that says that in 
the event more than one amend¬ 
ment is adopted, the council bill 
will prevail. However, it is prob¬ 
able that the final decision will 
rest with the courts. 

Ironically, the adoption of any 
of the questions would undo voter 
approvals of 1970 and 1978. In 
approving the charter in 1970, 
county voters opted for a council 
of 11 members, five to be elected 
by voters of separate districts and 
six at-large. At that time, how¬ 
ever, the Maryland constitution 
did not permit such an arrange¬ 
ment. In 1978, voters in the coun¬ 
ty and state supported an amend¬ 
ment to the state constitution to 
allow the 1970-approved plan to 
be implemented in 1982. (The vot¬ 
ers in the county overwhelmingly 
passed the referendum question 
65,580 to 13,957.) The defeat of all 
three ballot questions, K, L and 
M, would be necessary to permit 
the charter provision to be effec¬ 
tuated in 1982. 

The other petition-sponsored 
question would provide that mat¬ 
ters in dispute be submitted to 
binding arbitration if the County 
Executive and representatives of 
the police and fire fighters could 
not agree on contracts by March 
1 of any year. 

The County Council’s other pro. 
posais to amend the charter 
would: (1) delete that section of 
the charter that pledges to back 
bonds with the unlimited taxing 
capability of the county; (2) re¬ 
quire the County Executive to 
hold two public hearings on his 
budget proposals; (3) permit the 
selection outside the merit sys¬ 
tem of three deputy chiefs of po¬ 
lice by the Chief of Police; and

(4) allow the County Council to 
designate a new newspaper of 
record when an existing one is 
sold. 

The council has submitted to 
referendum six proposed bond is¬ 
sues. Variously they would au¬ 
thorize: (1) $4 million for road, 
curb and gutter and sidewalk re¬ 
pair; (2) $1 million for Washing¬ 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority bus system capital 
costs; (3) $2.1 million for acquisi¬ 
tion, design and construction of 
the proposed foreign trade zone 
duty-free port; (4) $300,000 for 
enlargement and improvement of 
the Oxon Hill police station; (5) 
$3 million for improvement of the 
county garage; and (6) $1 mil¬ 
lion for parking lots for the coun¬ 
ty service building in Upper 
Marlboro. 

Only one of the five proposed 
constitutional amendments would 
be of state-wide application. 
Question 3 provides that only for 
a capital offense could a party se¬ 
cure automatic removal of a case 
from one court to another. Cause 
for removal would have to be 
shown in other criminal actions 
and in all civil cases. Two of the 
questions apply to Baltimore City 
only, one to Wicomico County and 
one to Anne Arundel County. The 
last relates to the election of 
members of the County Council 
of that county.

County Schools To Give 
New Achievement Tests 

All third, fifth and eighth grad¬

Metro Proposes Service 
Reduction, Fare Increase 

Proposals for fare increases and 
service reductions will be aired 
by the Washington Area Transit 
Authority (Metro) at a public 
hearing on Thursday, November 
13, at 7:30 p.m., at Largo Senior 
High School, Upper Marlboro. 

Fare increases would include 
setting standard boarding charges 
on bus and rail at 60 cents re¬ 
gardless of point of boarding or 
time of day and increases in zone, 
transfer and jurisdictional cross¬ 
ing charges. The rail value of the 
flash pass would be eliminated in 
Maryland and Virginia. Parking 
lot fees would be standardized 
at $1.25 per day (an increase of 
50c at New Carrollton). 

Service changes proposed in¬ 
clude the elimination of under¬ 
utilized late night bus trips and 
many weekend and holiday trips. 
The new fare system is expected 
to be approved in December and 
implemented in January. 1981. If 
approved, some service reductions 
would be effective in January and 
others in April, 1981.

Letters re¬ 
lating to fare increases may also 
be entered into the hearing rec¬ 
ord. 

For those unable to attend the 
Upper Marlboro hearing, 5 other 
hearings will be held, one other 
in Maryland on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 10 at the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, Silver Spring.

Manager Ken Kopstein, and the 
General Manager of Rehabilita¬ 
tion contracts, D. A. Davis, and 
the President of the Board, Don 
Volk, have told Conrad they 
would rather he not attend sub¬ 
contractors’ progress meetings or 
inspect the quality of the work 
being done. In other words, Da¬ 
vis does not want to know when 
the work being accomplished by 
the subcontractors is below the 
standards of their contracts with 
GHI. When Conrad brought this 
to the board in open meeting last 
Thursday, the board, with the ex¬ 
ception of Ed James, failed to 
support him. 

I immediately asked if I or you, 
the member owner, could attend 
these meetings and was told no. 
It is reasonable that the meetings 
should be limited, but we need a 
representative to protect our in¬ 
terests. Conrad is well qualified 
for that duty. He has washed his 
hands of the whole rehabilitation 
program. However, if he was 
convinced of the backing of you 
and me, the membership, who 
stand to be gravely injured by 
poor quality work and inflated 
cost of materials, possibly never 
used in the work, he may recon¬ 
sider. 

The only way he will know that 
you are back of him is for you to 
take a few minutes to write a 
note to Kopstein, through the 
President of the Board, Volk, de¬ 
manding that Conrad have a free 
hand in inspecting all rehabilita¬ 
tion work and that he be invited 
to attend all weekly subcontrac¬ 
tor progress meetings. 

To assist you I have taken a 
paid ad which you only need to 
clip out of the paper and sign. If 
you bring them to me or drop 
them into my mail box, I will 
know how many responses we get 
and will publish the results. I will 
see that they are delivered.

For Reducing Streetlights 

I agree with the city in its de¬ 
cision to eliminate some street¬ 
lights now that brighter ones are 
being installed in Greenbelt. I feel 
that even more should be elimi¬ 
nated to save money. 

Alternately, these lights should 
be replaced with lower wattage 
bulbs which would still give plen¬ 
ty of illumination, but cost less to 
operate. 

Many people believe that 
brighter lights help prevent crime 
and make driving safer. How¬ 
ever, the National Institute of 
Law Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice published a report in 1979 
called Street Lighting Projects 
(Phase 1 Report, Series A, Num¬ 
ber 21) which concludes, “ . . . 
there is no statistically significant 
evidence that streetlighting im¬ 
pacts the level of crime . . In 
addition, there is reason to believe 
that extra bright street-lighting 
(such as we have) actually causes 
traffic accidents because of the 
glare in drivers’ eyes. 

While criminals seem to be un¬ 
affected by streetlighting, the en¬ 
vironment is adversely affected. 
The seasonal blooming and folia¬ 
tion of plants depends on the 
length of day and night. Exces¬ 
sive streetlighting confuses the 
plants, and causes damage to 
them. Certain birds are also af¬ 
fected by bright night-time 
lighting. 

Lastly, consider the adverse ef ¬ 
fect of bright street lighting on 
the astronomy research at our 
neighboring NASA facility. Some 
of the research conducted there 
must be done from the ground, 
rather than from space, and un¬ 
der a dark sky where the stars 
can be observed readily. The new 
lights, which send too much light 
upward, are making astronomical 
observations much more difficult. 

In addition to decreasing the 
amount of street lighting, the city 
should have reflective shields 
(available from the lighting com¬ 
pany) installed to prevent the 
wasteful loss of light that goes 
upward lighting the sky, and side¬ 
ways into peoples’ windows. 

To summarize, the city could 
save money while improving our 
environment and our community, 
by reducing streetlighting and by 
shielding those lights which are 
really needed.

I am 
looking into this — more on 
this later. 

3. Explanation and detail of 12 
inch trench in crawl space 
and 2 inch gravel bed called 
for in specifications but ap¬ 
parently not complied with 
everywhere. 

At that time I asked if I could 
attend the weekly progress meet¬ 
ings in D. A. Davis’s office trailer. 
Ken had no objections. I then 
went to see Davis and asked if he 
had any objections. He also said 
he had none. On my own, I stated 
that I would not enter into any 
discussions or make comments or 
suggestions during the meetings. 
I would only take notes, which I 
would discuss with D. A. in the 
privacy of his office, later. This 
I scrupulously adhered to until 2 
or 3 weeks ago when D. A. com¬ 
plimented Mildred Russel on the 
beautiful vinyl siding job in 12 
Court Ridge. 

He then turned to me and 
asked, and I quote: “Carl, have 
you seen the vinyl siding in 12 
court?” My noncommita] answer 
was, “yes.” Then he asked: “It’s 
beautiful, don’t you think?” I an¬ 
swered: “yes, from the middle cf 
the court, it does look nice. How¬ 
ever the workmanship is very 
poor.” This is what started the 
whole trouble. D. A. should not 
have put me on the spot. I spoke 
the truth and always will. 

As a result of this I have been 
asked by our manager and presi¬ 
dent of the board not to attend 
the weekly progress meetings and 
to curb my activities in the field, 
which I cannot and will not do. 

As for me bothering the work¬ 
ers in the field, this is a lot of 
nonsense. If I have not learned to 
conduct myself properly in meet¬ 
ings and in the field operations 
after 40 years of construction 
work, I wonder why I was con¬ 
sidered a top flight superintend¬ 
ent. 

After I asked the board for 
their support; and except for Ed 
James, got none, I have decided 
to wash my hands of the entire 
rehabilitation program.

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Rehabilitation Brief 

By Pat Estel 

Members are in many cases not 
removing articles from the attics 
to allow access for the men put¬ 
ting in attic partitions. Also, some 
members have expressed a desire 
to insulate the attics themselves, 
or to leave them un-insulated t 
particularly in those cases where 
floors have been laid. One thing 
should be foremost in the minds 
of most members, and that is with 
the completion of Phase II and 
the heat conversion, members will 
be paying their own heating bills. 
Hot air rises and if it’s not kept in 
the house, members are going to 
be wasting money. 

The present insulation provides 
about an R-ll value. However, in 
some cases the paper may have 
split and the insulation is piled 
to one side or the other, thereby 
creating gaps. The fiberglass in¬ 
sulation that will be blown in will 
make a uniform surface, insulat¬ 
ing the attic to a value of about 
R-18. Some members are consid¬ 
ering insulating their attics to a 
value of R-30, a very effective 
heat saver. 

There are presently two laborers 
available to help members in 
cleaning out their attics. They 
will clean out an attic at the rate 
of $7.50 an hour for each, or $15.00 
an hour for both. If members 
want help cleaning out attics, call 
474-2300. 

Porch Posts 

Some members have been put¬ 
ting 4” x 4” posts to support 
porch roofs, and removing the 
metal support struts that are now 
attached to the house. Anyone 
who wants this done will have to 
do this himself (it is not part of 
rehabilitation). 

Shutters 

Beltway Aluminum has a sam - 
pie of shutters that they are of¬ 
fering to the members (at cost). 
These are on display at the reha¬ 
bilitation trailer. Shutters are of¬ 
fered in eight colors. 

Siding 

Vinyl siding has not, at this 
date, been approved by the neces¬ 
sary agency (National Advisory 
Council on Historic Preservation). 
The agency is set up under Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development and, 
until it approves the vinyl siding, 
work will be halted. Windows 
will be arriving toward the end of 
November and work will progress 
with all phases of rehab except 
siding. 

Plumber 

The plumbers are starting work 
now. They will be entering all the 
frame homes to replace the gal¬ 
vanized pipes with copper pipes. 
They are also replacing the fau¬ 
cets with newer ones. In order to 
accomplish this task, the wall 
above and below the kitchen sink 
and the wall area around the tub 
in the bathroom will have to be 
removed. The frame homes share 
plumbing so that the wall between 
two houses has plumbing for both 
houses. The plumber will cut out 
the wall in one home, while re¬ 
placing faucets only on the other. 
The plumber will determine which 
wall to go through. 

Vapor Barrier Paint 

Members have expressed a de¬ 
sire to have vapor barrier paint 
used inside. This is a paint that 
will protect the walls from hu¬ 
midity problems that could de¬ 
velop over the years. Anyone who 
has questions or problems with 
rehab, call Pat Estel at 474-2300.

the News Review in restating his 
position, “has an overriding influ¬ 
ence as to what (price) range (of 
housing) would he best for the 
builder, the home buyer and the 
financing.” Minimum price for 
R-55, he suggested would be $60- 
65,000; for R-80, $75-80,000; and for 
R-R, $100,000. There is no upper 
limit in any category he added. 
“R-55 is very nice housing.” 

Amonett wants to use R-55 ‘in 
these very small parcels to step- 
down” gradually from the higher 
density of R-T attached housing 
(GHI) toward the R-R which the 
city council favors. “Once that 
precedent is set,” he explained, 
*you are automatically set up for 
R-80 next to it and then R-R be¬ 
yond that.” (There are more than 
100 acres of undeveloped woodland 
in parcels 1 and 2 to the east of 
parcel 3.) 

Ann Lombardi and Casula sup¬ 
ported Amonett’s position. The 
free-standing homes in the neigh¬ 
borhood — Boxwood, Lakewood 
and Woodland Hills — were all 
developed in the R-55 zone or in 
a similar density, they noted. 


Sue Mills summed up for the 
majority of the District Council 
when she said she was sorry R-55 
had not been considered by the 
various parties earlier. “To vote 
today would be like finishing the 
puzzle with one piece missing. 
This way we might end up with 
everyone winners. If we voted 
today ,that wouldn’t be the case.” 

Others who voted in favor of 
the motion were Dabney, Mar¬ 
shall, McDonough, and Wilson. 

The three negative votes did not 
necessarily represent votes against 
R-55. Glendening expressed strong 
dissatisfaction with the District 
Council for dragging out the de¬ 
cision process unnecessarily in a 
case that is already over two 
years old. “The biggest criticism 
of government,” he later told the 
News Review' in restating the rea¬ 
sons for his “no” vote, is its ina¬ 
bility to make a decision.” He 
doubted the District Council 
would have any new information 
on November 17 on which to base 
its decision. 

Hartlove and Koonce also voted 
“no.”

cant’s expert in land planning: the 
Beltway, Kenilworth Avenue, the 
State Highway Administration 
Building, the City Public Works 
warehouse and the fire station. 

(3) . The City of Greenbelt con¬ 
tends, he wrote, the most con 
venient approach to the property 
by car is through single family 
detached housing . The applicants, 
Gibbs wrote, disagree, saying the 
most direct route from the south¬ 
east would be Ridge Road, entirely 
through attached housing (GHI). 

(4) The Examiner “seems to in¬ 
dicate that single family detached 
zoning is more appropriate... The 
applicants disagree.” Gibbs re¬ 
ferred specifically to the rezoning 
in 1967 of 5.1 acres of GHI proper¬ 
ty from RPC to R-T. In the re¬ 
cord of that case, he wrote, the 
City of Greenbelt, the Planning 
Board and its Technical staff all 
agreed that “R-T zoning would be 
in keeping with existing develop¬ 
ment.” Gibbs argued that “those 
findings remain relevant to the 
instant proceedings. 

In addition, Gibbs claimed “R-T 
would have no adverse impact on 
the Agricultural Research Center 
to the North and is in conform¬ 
ance with the approved Master 
Plan which calls for R-T devel¬ 
opment of Parcel 4. 

In his oral arguments Gibbs 
concentrated on two issues 
“change” and “most appropriate 
zone.” He argued that more than 
enough change has occurred: 20 
acres of R-R rezoned to R-30 and 
developed (Lakeside North Apart 
ments); 5.1 acres of RPC rezoned 
to R-T and developed (GHI); and 
the five physical changes listed in 
the above letter. 

Under most appropriate zone. 
Gibbs re-emphasized the physical 
isolation of the parcels from the 
single family detached areas. In 
response to a question from Lom¬ 
bardi, Gibbs stated the applicant’s 
view that R-T would “blend best 
with the types of uses there now 
... We’d accept R-80 and R-T (for 
the two parcels) but prefer R-T 
for both.” 

In Opposition 

GHI member Charles Hagel- 
gans, 7-S Research, refuted Gibbs’ 
exceptions. Single family detached 
development is included in the 
staff-defined neighborhood which 
was accepted by the applicants 
and “should be weighted heavily,” 
he said. Sewer lines are currently 
being installed for the develop¬ 
ment of new single family detach¬ 
ed homes along Ridge Road be¬ 
tween Parcel 4 and Lastner Lane 
to the west Single family de¬ 
tached housing will be visible 
from parcel 4. “I conclude de¬ 
tached housing is very relevant.” 


On the other hand, he continued, 
the five physical changes men¬ 
tioned in Gibbs’ letter are not 
found within the neighborhood. 
“All of these are further away 
than the single family detached 
housing that you would exclude.” 

Hagelgans insisted that as a 
resident whose property adjoins 
parcel 4, the most direct routes 
into the property are through de- 
ached housing (Lastner Lane or 
Greenhill Road) or through the 
farms. “I rarely, if, ever use Ridge 
Road through GHI,” he said. 

Citizens for Greenbelt 

Richard Ley, speaking as presi¬ 
dent of Citizens for Greenbelt also 
took issue with Gibbs exceptions. 
He agreed with the Examiner’s 
view that the rezoning of the 
5 acres within GHI “completed 
that development and nothing 
more.” He contended that the 
same argument “does not extend 
to parcels 3 and 4,” as Gibbs sug¬ 
gested, because those properties 
are adjacent to attached housing 
on two sides, not four. He men 
tioned that the technical staff re¬ 
port notes “the existing R-R zon¬ 
ing is in keeping with the Green 
belt buffer concept recently recog¬ 
nized as “historically significant” 
by the Maryland Historical Trust. 

Ley refuted Gibbs' statement 
that R-T would not adversely im¬ 
pact the Beltsville Agricuture Re¬ 
search Center reminding the Dis 
trict Council of the letter, in the 
record, from Dr. Paul Putnam. 
Assistant Director of BARC, “out 
lining the impact of higher den¬ 
sity zoning on the center and the 
animal parasitology research pro¬ 
gram, and expressing concern 
about increased pollution from 
run off.” 

Ley also called attention to the 
findings in the technical staff’s 
report that “the physical and 
zoning changes in the neighbor¬ 
hood do not support rezoning . . . 
to R-T.” He objected to Gibb’s 
argument that R-T should be ap¬ 
proved because it is in conform¬ 
ance with the Master Plan. 

Citizens for Greenbelt, he said, 
concurred with the recommenda-

The News Review learned on 
October 29 that, after an investi¬ 
gation, the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board is expected to issue a 
complaint against Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., for alleged unfair 
labor practices in the discharge of 
four employees. 

As of late Wednesday, GHI had 
not been formally notified, ac¬ 
cording to general manager Ken 
Kopstein. 

When called by the News Re¬ 
view, the NLRB spokesman ack¬ 
nowledged that the investigation 
of the unfair labor practice 
charge had been completed, but 
the process of advising the par¬ 
ties had not. 

GHI would have 10 days from 
the date of the complaint to work 
out a settlement, otherwise the 
case would be heard by an NLRB 
administrative law judge. The 
complaint would specify a date 
for the hearing. 

tion of the Examiner and request¬ 
ed that the District Council “up¬ 
hold that judgement” 

City’s Position 

Greenbelt’s city solicitor Em¬ 
mett Nanna decried the “dearth of 
quality single family detached 
housing in the city.” When he 
was a young boy, his family had 
been the 23rd to move into the 
new community of Greenbelt in 
October 1937, he said. He lived 
in Greenbelt until 1952. When he 
married, he and his wife “went 
to look for detached housing in 
Greenbelt. What little there was 
others gobbled up. So many of us 
who would like to live in Green¬ 
belt had to go outside the city to 
find single family detached 
homes.” 

All applications now. he contin¬ 
ued, are for high density develop¬ 
ment, certainly somewhere there 
should be a place for quality free¬ 
standing homes. The market is 
there, he said. 

Nanna noted for the District 
Council that while the city had 
originally opted for R-80 for both 
parcels, city council had voted on 
August 11 to support the recom¬ 
mendation of the Examiner for 
retaining the property in the R-R 
zone. 

Glendening acknowledged that 
the change in the city’s position 
would mean the District Council 
would now need 8 votes for R-80. 
Gibbs and two District Council 
members challenged Greenbelt’s 
right to change its position after 
the record was closed. But District 
Council attorney Stephen Gilbert 
said that governmental positions 
are not considered to be evidence 
and so are not affected by the clos¬ 
ing date of the record. 

Petition Rejected 

GHI member Eunice Coxon, 9-R 
Research, told the District Coun¬ 
cil cf the “deep concern of Green¬ 
belt Citizens over the zoning de¬ 
cision you’re to make today. We 
hope the report of the examiner 
will be upheld.” She offered coun¬ 
cil the petitions opposing R-T zon¬ 
ing which a thousand Greenbelt 
residents had signed early in 1979. 

Chairman Glendening explained, 
apologeticaly, that because the 
official record had been closed in 
June, he was legally prevented 
from accepting the petition.

MNCPPC to Study City's 
Commercial Center 

by Bill Rowland 

The Greenbelt Commercial Cen 
ter, in the heart of the original 
town, is to be the subject of a 
special planning assistance study 
by staff members of the Mary 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. The study, 
which is planned for the current 
fiscal year, will be in two parts: 
an urban design assessment and 
a market analysis. 

City Council learned this past 
August that MNCPPC would 
have funds available for special 
planning assistance to municipali 
ties, and also that MNCPPC staff 
had specifically identified the 
Greenbelt Commercial Center as 
a possible project. The council 
then sent a formal request to 
MNCPPC for assistance. 

On Oct. 9. the county Planning 
Board approved Greenbelt’s re 
quest, along with those of six 
other area municipalities. The 
Commercial Center study is esti 
mated to require 22 staff-weeks 
of time, at a cost to MNCPPC 
of $15,400. 

The urban design assessment 
will look at the Center area from 
the viewpoint of its appearance 
and its architectural elements. 
Buildings, pedestrian areas, park 
ing lots, signs, and landscaping 
will all be considered. The city 
will be given a report in which 
any important concerns about the 
appearance of the Center are 
identified. The report will also 
include recommendations for im 
proving and tying together the 
various visual and architectural 
features of the Center area, to 
gether with guidelines for ap¬ 
plying the recommendations. 

The market analysis will ad 
dress the current economic status 
of the Center, the impact of new 
competitive facilities, and the

and absorbing new activities. (5) 
identification of local assets and 
problems influencing the Cen 
ter's vitality, and (6) recommend 
ations for public and private ac 
tioi.s to improve the economic po 
tential of the Greenbelt Commer 
cial Center. 

City Council plans to meet with 
the owners and merchants of the 
Commercial Center on Thursday, 
Nov. 6, at 2 p.m. in the council 
chambers, to tell them about the 
study and to answer questions. 
Council hopes to have represents 
tives at the meeting from MNC 
PPC, from the county Department 
of Economic and Community De¬ 
velopment. and from the Mary 
land Industrial Development Fi 
nancing Corporation.

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GHI Board Discusses Rehabilitation 
Problems, Crime Prevention Prog.

At Thursday evening’s regular GHI board meeting, and also 
at the Greenbelt Development Corporation session just preced¬ 
ing it, matters pertaining to the rehabilitation project domina¬ 
ted the agenda. 


In the GDC portion of the 
meeting, general manager Ken¬ 
neth Kopstein recommended ex¬ 
cluding the rental apartments 
from rehabilitation plans at this 
time for several reasons. He no¬ 
ted that their inclusion now would 
raise the bond issue to about 19 
million dollars, higher than what 
the city has authorized, while on 
the other hand the state could 
be approached later on for such 
financing. As a practical matter, 
too, he added, the staff does not 
have the time to prepare a work¬ 
able schedule. On a motion by 
director Joseph Jenkins this rec¬ 
ommendation was adopted, with 
director Steve Curtis however a- 
mending the motion to provide 
for continuing planning for the 
apartments. 

Several details of the presently 
on-going project then occupied 
the board’s attention. Rehabilita¬ 
tion supervisor D. A. Davis re¬ 
ported that a problem has arisen 
in the course of installing parti¬ 
tions and insulation in attics. 
Some of the atics - about a third 
of those so far dealt with - are 
full of stored goods, or have floor¬ 
ing already installed, making it 
difficult or impossible to do the 
work. Project coordinator Pat 
Ested explained further that some 
of the homeowners involved are 
on fixed incomes and cannot af¬ 
ford to pay for moving the ma¬ 
terial out temporarily and then 
back in after completion of the 
work; he and Davis estimated the 
cost of such labor at roughly $120. 

Director Wayne Williams sug¬ 
gested members in such a situa¬ 
tion could be given a choice of 
not having the insulation work 
done, coupled with responsibility 
for paying the higher fuel costs 
that would ensue, and director 
Margaret Hogensen voiced sim¬ 
ilar views in urging that floors 
not be pulled up unless the mem¬ 
ber “really wants to do it (for 
the insulation)". Curtis however 
felt “the corporation does have 
an obligation" to carry out the in¬ 
sulation work and asked Davis if 
he could furnish a “worst-case" 
estimate for the added costs dis¬ 
cussed. Kopstein suggested as a 
possible solution that a small work 
crew be hired by GHI to do it for 
a nominal fee to the homeowner. 

Some other problems encount¬ 
ered in the project were brought 
up also. One member reported 
that he had personally found de¬ 
fective sheathing and portions of 
a wall “which came off in my 
hands”. In response to director 
Della Donaldson’s question as to 
whether the project crew could 
repair such areas “out of se¬ 
quence” as they encounter them, 
Davis said it might take a few 
weeks to get to them. The extra 
cost required to do so was esti¬ 
mated by chief engineer Ove 
Kongsted and Davis as about 
equal to the main re-siding ex¬ 
pense, in reply to a query by di-

rector Wayne Williams. Director 
Carl Conrad blamed much of the 
existing structural damage on in¬ 
adequate treatment administered 
by GHI’s termite-proofing con¬ 
tractor. 

An issue of a different kind was 
brought up by director Ed James 
who asked Davis “Is there a time 
limit within which contractors 
must repair damage they’ve caus¬ 
ed?” He noted that a member 
at 50 Court Ridge had reported 
that plants were damaged and a 
window and part of a fence were 
broken. Project coordinator Es- 
tel acknowledged that “it is an 
emotional issue to have plants 
hurt (but) there is going to be 
damage to shrubbery which I 
don’t think is as serious as it 
seems at the time it happens.” 
However, James insisted that the 
window and fence damage was 
“out of the ordinary.” 

In the course of these rehabili¬ 
tation items Conrad raised an ob¬ 
jection of his own, saying that he 
has been barred by the staff from 
dealing directly with project per¬ 
sonnel. Kopstein maintained it 
was simply a request, and when 
pressed by director Jenkins to 
clarify, the manager and project 
supervisor Davis described the 
effect of Conrad’s contacts with 
workers as resulting in a division 
of authority at the weekly plan¬ 
ning meetings. Jenkins thought 
the answer to the situation “prob¬ 
ably lies somewhere beween Da¬ 
vis and Conrad’s views,” suggest¬ 
ing that Conrad is acting only as 
an individual member when he 
talks to subcontractors. Chair¬ 
man Donald Volk for his part 
expressed the view that “Davis 
should be running the meeting, 
and . . . Conrad should properly 
comment only during the meet¬ 
ing.” 


Crime Prevention 

The availability of a city po¬ 
lice program on crime prevention 
was described by Sandra Barnes, 
who noted that this was looked 
into in response to a member’s 
suggestion. She suggested that if 
desired it could be set up at the 
Library where there was ade¬ 
quate space. A motion to sponsor 
such a program in colliaboration 
with the city was proposed by 
Jenkins. In ensuing discussion, 
James stated that there has re¬ 
cently been a “rash of burglaries 
within GHI that hasn’t been re¬ 
ported in the News Review . . . 
even though such crimes are re¬ 
ported for Springhill Lake (and 
other areas)”. A member from 
the floor questioned “whether 
anyone is keeping such news 
out of the News Review.” Conrad 
said also that “the News Review 
doesn’t cover crimes in GHI, for 
whatever reason.” Barnes and 
audit committee member Kath¬ 
erine Keene, both members of the 
News Review staff, responded 
that “the police blotter that ap¬ 
pears in the News Review is got¬ 
ten directly from the police de¬ 
partment” (see Editor’s Note 
following this article). The need 
for efforts of the cooperative 
kind was voiced by a member 
from the floor and by audit com¬ 
mittee member Frank Gervasi, 
both of whom have recently had 
property damaged or stolen. Jen- 
kin’s motion was passed unani¬ 
mously, and a further motion by 
Williams referred the action to 
the member relations committee 
for continuing study following the 
program. 

Other Items 

At the beginning of the meeting 
a member residing at 7 Court Re¬ 
search Road complained that her 
yard was “‘torn up” by mainten¬ 
ance workers without prior noti¬ 
fication, calling the incident “a 
communications problem it 
should be someone’s job to inform 
members.” Kopstein, showing 
signs of frustration, explained to

the board that there was an emer¬ 
gency caused by a water main 
break and that at such a time 
“there was no facility for com¬ 
munication.” Board members 
concurred with director Donald¬ 
son’s motion that in future an at¬ 
tempt be made to notify members 
affected by such repairs. 

Possibly the only bright mo¬ 
ment among the evening’s long 
list of difficulties came for the 
board and staff when Kopstein re¬ 
ported that the solar-heating pro¬ 
ject on Southway has finally been 
completed and is in full operat¬ 
ion, and has saved about 13,000 
gallons of fuel oil in the last year.

years, was first elected to the 
Maryland House of Delegates in 
1962 and to the Maryland State 
Senate in 1966 where he serves 
today. Although Conroy is also 
perceived as being popular in 
Greenbelt, there is little data on 
which to prognosticate what may 
happen as he and Mathias square 
off against each other. In neither 
1974 nor 1978 did Conroy have a 
Republican challenger when he 
stood for reelection to the State 
Senate. His vote totals for those 
years, therefore, offer no basis for 
comparison with those of Mathias 
in contested elections. The race 
inay be decided by such factors as 
the pull of party loyalty, the per¬ 
ceived liberalism or conservatism 
of the candidates, their positions 
on particular issues or even what 
lever is pulled in the presidential 
race. 

Congressional 

Gladys Spellman is again ex¬ 
pected to reap the top vote in 
Greenbelt in her bid for a fourth 
term. Her Republican challenger, 
Kevin Igoe, worked as a budget 
analyst in the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. 

In 1974 Spellman carried the 
city with 63% majority and in 
1976 received 66% of the vote. Two 
years ago she amassed 77% of the 
Greenbelt vote. 

Audrey E. Melbourne, James 
M. Rea and David Gray Ross are 
Tunning for the three Judges’ 
slots in the 7th Judicial Circuit 
of the Circuit Court. There is no 
contest.
